“And no outfit in the State 
is more respected,” according 
to Eytel. The only force larger 
is the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment. 

Charged with guiding about 
100,000 children across streets 
adjoining 81 schools, reservists 
have been doing their job to 
perfection since 1928. 

No serious accident has ever 
occurred at an intersection 
guarded by reservists, once 
known as “junior traffic pa¬ 
trolmen.” 

The name was changed be¬ 
cause “kids don’t like to be 
called junior s,” Eytel ex¬ 
plained. 

RESPECT YOUNGSTERS 

The sergeant believes his or¬ 
ganization is successful be¬ 
cause motorists respect young¬ 
sters more than adults. “Driv¬ 
ers realize the kids are doing 
an outstanding job and they 
obey traffic laws out of com¬ 
mon decency.” 

Seeing uniformed boys and 
girls makes drivers more con¬ 
scious of traffic safety, Eytel 
claims. 

In the event of a violation, 
the squad sergeant notes the

auto license, make and color 
on a special card and mails it 
to the traffic division. An in¬ 
vestigation follows, and the 
motorist is frequently cited. 

To the credit of Oakland 
drivers, an average of only 
three reports a month are filed 
by squads. “That’s an in/ica- 
tion of the respect covers 
have for th^ guard^y Eytel 
pointed out.

WHEJJ RpAD CLEARS 

The road appears 
cle^r, the sergeant blows his 
whistle once. Sign slingers step 
off the curb into direct view 
of oncoming vehicles. 

After pedestrians cross, the 
sergeant blows twice and the 
slingers return. 

Youngsters are posted at 
about 150 crossings. Another 
50 intersections are manned 
by adult guards, who work 
four and a half hours a day 
at $1.60 an hour. Children are 
allowed to patrol only cross¬ 
ings next to school grounds. 

Appointment to the reserve 
is considered a great honor, 
and youngsters with highest 
standing are usually chosen by 
school officials. More boys are 
selected than girls. 

Each intersection is guarded 


by two squads working in 
shifts to minimize loss of class 
time. 

State law provide s that 
guards must be in at least the 
fifth grade. 

Reservists are issued red 
jackets, yellow coats and hats 
and black rain boots. They are 
trained by Sergeant Eytel and 
his assistants, Patrolmen John 
Kelly, Ed Lusk, John Shanna- 
han and Harold Smith. 

Pupils are promoted by pop¬ 
ular vote or. by designation of 
the principal or teacher-in- 
charge. 

The program began in Oak¬ 
land at Lockwood School, E. 
14th St. and Havenscourt Blvd. 
Eytel thinks the junior pdlice 
have saved the taxpayers a 
great deal of money in the 
past 30 years. 

Total cost, including salaries 
of the five officers and main¬ 
tenance of reserve uniforms, is 
$47,000 a year. 

If adults were hired for all 
crossings, the burden would 
jump to $190,000. If policemen 
were used, the cost would be 
$234,000. 

Eytel said the city’s young¬ 
sters accept the responsibility 
most willingly. And we try to 
reward them.
